The city’s fight to oust the Mis­ 
souri Utilities Com pany here was 
‘renew ed 
Monday 
night 
w hen 
councilmen unanim ously approv­ 
ed an ordinance for serving 
n o­ 
tice on the utilities concern to va­ 
cate Sikeston w ithin sixty days. 
The action constituted almost a 
new b eginning of the city’s 
ef­ 
forts to b e rid 
of 
the 
utilities, 
first started in 19 31, the year the 
m unicipal light and w ater plan; 
was opened. 
The notice was served Tuesday 
and signed b y M. M. Beck for the 
utilities company. It will prob ab ly 
b e followed b y the filing of an 
ouster suit in the Scott county cir­ 
cuit court for hearing during the 
August term. 
The ordinance passed 
Monday 
night states 
that "the 
Missouri 
Utilities Company, its officers and 
agents, b e and they are 
hereb y 
notified to discontinue any 
and 
all electric light and power ser­ 
vice within the City of Sikeston, 
Missouri, within sixty days after 
receiving a copy of this ordinance, 
and that the Mayor and City Clerk 
are hereb y directed to notify the 
said Missouri Utilities 
C o m p a n y 
to discontinue 
all 
electric light 
and pow er service 
within 
sixty 
days after receiving a copy of this 
ordinance. 
"That the 
Missouri 
Utilities 
Com pany . . . b e hereb y notified 
to rem ove from the streets, ave­ 
nues and alleys of the City of 
Sikeston. Missouri, any and 
all 
poles, wires and other equipm ent 
placed, kept or 
m aintained 
b y 
them upon such streets, avenues 
and alleys. . . ’’ 
When on April 17 the state su­ 
prem e court upheld the 
pub lic 
service commission in refusing to 
set aside the utilities’ certificate 
of convenience and necessity 
to 
operate here, Commissioner Lau- 
rance H yde stated that 
the pre­ 


vious court actions, throwing out 
the ouster suit on the grounds of 
estoppel, “does not m ean that the 
city is perpetually estopped, and 
forever prevented from 
passing

The su­ 
prem e court opinion also suggest­ 
ed that "The b onds issued b y the 
utilities company, which w ere a 
part of the b asis of estoppel, m a­ 
tured in ten years” and that the 
right of the utilities to 
operate

was com menced “is for all a d ­ 
judicated.” The b onds referred to

F eb ruary, 19 25, and so m ature 1 
this year. 
The utilities com pany’s tw enty- 
year franchise expired

vem b e 17, 19 22, b ut the concen 
continued to operate here, paying 
all taxes and the city did not b e ­ 
gin ouster proceedings until ab out 
nine years later. Represented Ly 
Roger A. Bailey, the city 
first 
filed an ouster suit in the suprem e 
court. When that court refused V 
oust the utilities, the city started 
proceedings to set aside the com­ 
pan y’s ceitificate of convenience 
and necessity.

Few of the outstanding m en of 
history of St. Louis 
during 
the 
turbulent days of the fifties and 
sixties are so little know n today 
as Barton Able, the 58th an n iv er­ 
sary of whose death on May 6, 
1877, occurs this week. Yet this 
man, exceptional in w inning p o p ­ 
ularity 
and 
com petence 
in 
a 
strange city w ithin a decade after 
starting life there as a clerk on 
a river packet, w ithout capital or 
friends, and with only a m eager 
education, clim axed his 
unusual 
career by becoming alm ost a n a ­ 
tional character and by devoting 
largely his short life in courageous 
and industrious activity 
to 
the 
welfare of his city, state, section 
and nation. 
Barton Able, a native of Illinois, 
was born on Ju ly 31. 1823. In 1845 
he came to St. Louis to seek his 
fortune. He found it on the river, 
w here he becam e on of the finest 
type of river captains. However, 
he spent his last dollar for board 
b< fore he secured his first position I 
as clerk on a K eokuk packet. Two ! ¡i, -’uss 
> ars later he was 
m ade 
cap­ 
tain of the vessel. 
Shortly 
af­ 
terw ard he com m anded steam ers 
on the Illinois river, and a few 
years later he w as transferred to 
the Missouri river trade, w here 
he com manded 
successfully 
the 
vessels “E dinburgh“ and “C atar­ 
act". After only thirteen years ol 
active river service. Capt. 
Able 
retired in 
1858 with a com fort­ 
able fortune. 
During the next six years Capt. 
Able conducted a large com m is­ 
sion house in St 
Louis, and for 
the rem ainder of his life he was 
prom inently identified w ith 
the 
business interests of St. Louis. For 
several years much of his tim e 
was devoted 
to 
advancing 
the 
cause of w ater transportation, and 
he became one of the early found­ 
ers 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
Valley 
Transportation Company. In 1865. 
he was made president 
of 
the 
M erchant’s Exchange. 
Even before his retirem ent as 
a river captain, he had become 
deeply interested in politics and 


in 1856 he was elected to the leg­ 
islature. The 
illustrious 
Benton 
was his model as a statesm an. 
While in the legislature he n o -j 
minated, on 
Ja n u ary 
13, 
1857, 
Thomas Hart Benton to the U. S. 
Senate. Due to his nam e 
being 
the first on the list of the small 
group of twelve m em bers of the 
House who on F ebruary 12, 1857, 
voted against the joint resolution 
which stated that “em ancipation 
in Missouri is not only im practi­ 
cable but inexpedient’’, he is o f­ 
ten reputed to have cast the first 
vote for em ancipation in Missouri, 
but four m em bers of the Senate 
had so voted two days before. 
Cap. Able was a 
m em ber 
of 
four national 
political 
conven­ 
tions. In 56 his vote was cast in 
the 
Cincinnati 
convention 
for 
Buchanan. In *60 he furthered the 
nomination of Lincoln in Chicago; 
in ’64 he w as a m e m b er of the 
“conserva* ¡ve” 
elem ent 
at 
th 2 
convention it Baltimore; in ’66 he 
sieved ;> chairm an of the Missou- 
ri delegation at the special con- 
vm iii.n called at Philadelphia to 
the needs 
of the 
w ar- 
w racked country. 
During the war. Capt. Able jus- 
tified the confidence placed in him 
by three Union generals, 
Lyon, 
B lair and Frem ont, and 
was 
a 
close personal friend of G eneral 
Logan. He was in com m and 
of 
governm ent transportation at St. 
Louis; in solo charge of th e Blair 
and Lyon expedition to Boonville; 
and 
in com m and 
of 
Frem ont's 
fleet which m ade the expedition 
to Cairo in 1861. 
At the close of the w ar, h ow ­ 
ever, he was among the first to 
favor a conciliatory policy in M is­ 
souri and restoration of the rights 
of the ex-Confederates. So strong 
was his advocacy of this 
policy 
that he is credited w ith having 
sent this dispatch to 
St. 
Louis 
from the Philadelphia convention: 
“The delegates from 
M assachu­ 
setts and North 
Carolina 
have 
just entered the convention arm 
in arm. Glory to God!” in later 
years he was a conspicuous fig­ 
ure in the national conventions of 
the Democratic party.

W. T. Carlton, operator of 
a 
Cotton Belt 
reservoir 
pumping 
station at Gray’s Point was shot 
and killed Wednesday night when 
he returned to his 
home 
at 
9 
o’clock and surprised two robbers 
searching for money. 
Carlton was shot in the temple 
with a .38 caliber bullet. He lived 
for almost an hour after suffering 
the wound, out since members of 
the family could not secure aid 
for some time after the shot was 
fired, he died just as Dr. G. T. 
Dorris 
arrived 
from 
Illmo 
to 
treat him. 
The robbers, who were evident­ 
ly acquainted with habits of the 
Carltons, escaped after taking $16 
from the bedroom 
of 
Carlton' 
adopted daughter and $7 from an­ 
other part of the house. The.\ ov­ 
erlooked $45. kept in a tobacco 
box in the dining room, and were 
prevented from taking $425 when 
Mrs. Carlton outwitted them. 
Descriptions of the men, who 
had not been caught by Thursday j 
morning, were meager. The one 
known to be Carlton’s murderer j 
was seen only 
hastily 
by 
M rs.! 
Carlton and the daughter as he I 
fled from the house and ran down j 
the road, apparently driving off 
in a model T Ford parked not far | 
away. Officers have good reason, 
however, to believe his first name 
is Joe. 
The second robber was 
about 
five feet seven inches 
tall 
ani 
weighed between 150 
and 
160 
pounds. He wore a 
dark 
coat, 
light trousers, and a light shirt, 
and was believed to be a man in 
his early thirties. He escaped in 
the 
Carlton’s 
1932 
Chevrolet 
coach. The story of the robbery 
and murder was told here Thurs­ 
day by Coroner H. J. Welsh, who 
thoroughly investigated the case. 
As was 
his 
custom, 
Carlton 
started the reservoir pump Wed­ 
nesday evening, 
then 
suggested 
that he, Mrs. Carlton, and their 
daughter take a drive. After go­ 
ing to Cape Girardeau, the three 
returned home and went up the 
driveway, which runs along the 
side of the house where the kit­ 
chen and bedroom are located, to 
the garage, far behind the dwell­ 
ing. 
As 
the 
two 
women 
walked 
ahead, Mrs. Carlton saw the kit­ 
chen light go off, and knowing she 
had not left it on, she stopped and 
waited until Mr. 
Carlton 
came 
from the garage. There’s someone 
in the house, she told him when 
he reached her side. Don’t go in 
there. 
While Mrs. 
Carlton 
and 
the 
daughter stood outside by the kit­ 
chen entrance, Mr. Carlton went 
the length of the house 
to

adjoins

Carlton was evidently shot af­ 
ter he opened the door into the 
living room. He staggered back­ 
wards, falling near the reservoir 
pump.

A small, hairy, inedible peach, 
which grows wild at elevations of 
7000 feet in Tibet and China, is 
the Adam and Eve of all modern 
peaches, said 
Lloyd 
C. 
Stark, 
nurseryman of Louisiana, Mo., in 
a talk today before 
the 
Rotary 
Club at Hotel Statler. 
Discussing the origins of native 
fruits and their development thru 
nursery cultivation to the varie­ 
ties grown today, Stark said for 
years it had been supposed the 
home of the peach was in Persia, 
because the name “peach” and its 
European equivalents were 
de­ 
rived from the word 
“Persian” 
and the Greeks and Romans call­ 
ed peaches “Persian apples.” 
With the discovery of the small 
hairy peach. however, by 
Frank j 
Meyer of the U. S. Department o f ! 
Agriculture, it became scientific- | 
ally established that the 
original j 
home of the peach was the Tibet 
and Chinese platuas. The Chinese 
called the wild peaches “Yeo Toa” 
and used them for firewood. 
Origin of Other Fruits 
Although much is still to 
be 
learned of the origin of other na- j 
tive fruits, Stark said, all of them 
seem to have come from the gen- j 
eral are of Central Asia. 
The apple is supposed to 
have • 
originated north and east of P er­ 
sia, not far from the Biblical loca­ 
tion of the Garden of Eden; cher­ 
ries 
in S outherwestem Asia be­ 
tween the Black and Caspian seas; 
and grapes near the Caspian Sea. 
The first development of wild 
fruits was near 
their 
orginal 
homes, from where the fruits were 
carried by commerce through the 
years into Chinese, Roman, Greek 
and Persion civilizations. 
In China, the peach was given 
the greatest attention and assum­ 
ed almost the dignity of a holy 
fruit. The peach was mentioned in 
Chinese literature 2000 years be­ 
fore it was refered to in 
Greek 
and Roman literature, and 1000 
years before it was introduced in­ 
to Persia and the Sanskrit-speak­ 
ing countries. 
Symbol of 
Long Life to Chinese 
To the Chinese, the peach pos­ 
sessed miraculous powers. It is 
mentioned as the “Tree of Life,” 
and a peach, red on one side, is 
their symbol of long life. 
In more ancient days, the Chi­ 
nese believed eating 
a 
certain 
kind of peach would bring immor­ 
tality and preserve the body from 
corruption to the end of the world. 
The peach tree was the “Tree of 
Knowledge” to the Chinese, and 
it may have been, Stark said, that 
the apple eaten by Eve 
in 
the 


Garden of Eden, after all was the 
Persian apple, or as it is known 
today, a peach. 
Fruits were brought into Europe 
and the western Hemisphere with 
the spread of civilization and were 
developed under the care of grow­ 
ers. Peaches grow well in sections 
of Missouri, the speaker said, be­ 
cause the soil is similar to that of 
their original habitat. 
Cherries spread from the Cas­ 
pian Sea region into Switzerland 
and later throughout Europe and 
America; grapes from the 
same 
region east and west throughout 
Asia, Europe 
and 
Africa, 
an:l 
were diseminated by the Phoeni­ 
cians, a thousand 
years 
before 
Christ; apples have moved from 
their Central Asiatic home to all j 
temperate 
climates, 
including 
South America and Australia, and 
even as far north as colder regions 
in Northern Russia and Siberia. 
Modern Fruit Culture 
Stark also described the modern \ 
methods of 
cultivation 
through 
cross-breeding, 
budding 
andj 
grafting, which brings about the 
fine varieties of fruits grown to­ 
day. 
By these methods new varieties! 
are developed in number from a ; 
tree, that due to a freak of nature 
perhaps will produce an unusual j 
fruit on one limb. 
Every seed planted, Stark said, 
will produce a seedling slightly 
different from the other, although 
similar. Some show promise, just 
like human beings, others will re­ 
vert back to the worthless wild 
little trees. “Here is where Luther 
Burbank’s genius entered in,” said 
the speaker. 
“His 
wizard 
eye 
could spot the 
promising 
little 
seedling the first year, even when 
it was 
a mere 
switch 
a 
few' 
months old. This gift enabled him 
to indulge in a quantity produc­ 
tion method of fruit creation.”

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D E A T H O F BARTON ABLE 


Few of the outstanding men of 
history of St. Louis 
during 
the 
turbulent days of the fifties and 
sixties are so little known today 
as Barton Able, the 58th anniver­ 
sary of whose death on May 6, 
1877, occurs this week. Yet this 
man, exceptional in winning pop­ 
ularity 
and 
competence 
in 
a 
strange city within a decade after 
starting life there as a clerk on 
a river packet, without capital or 
friends, and with only a meager 
education, climaxed his 
unusual 
career by becoming almost a na­ 
tional character and by devoting 
largely his short life in courageous 
and industrious activity 
to 
the 
welfare of his city, state, section 
and nation 
Barton Able, a native of Illinois, 
was born on July 31. 1823. In 1845 
he came to St, Louis to seek his 
fortune. He found it on the river, 
where he became on of the finest 
type of river captains. However, 
he >pont his last dollar for board 
bt tore he secured his first position 
as clerk on a Keokuk packet. Two 
years later he was 
made 
cap­ 
tain of the vessel. 
Shortly 
af­ 
terward he commanded steamers 
on the Illinois river, and a few 
year* late* lie was transferred to 
the Missouri river trade, where 
he commanded 
successfully 
the 
vessel* "Edinburgh" and “Catar­ 
act”. After only thirteen years of 
active river service. Capt. 
Able 
retired in 1858 with a comfort­ 
able fortune. 
During the next six years Capt. 
Able conducted a large commis­ 
sion house in St 
Louis, and for 
the remainder of his life he was 
prominently identified with 
the 
business interests of St. Louis. For 
several years much of his time 
was devoted 
to 
advancing 
the 
cause of water transportation, and 
he became one of the early found­ 
ers 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
Valiev 
Transportation Company. In 1865. 
he was made president 
of 
the 
Merchant’s Exchange. 
Even before his retirement as 
a river captain, he had become 
deeply interested in politics and 


in 1856 he was elected to the leg­ 
islature.

government transportation at St. 
Louis; in solo charge of the Blair 
and Lyon expedition to Boonville; 
and 
in command 
of 
Fremont's 
fleet which made the expedition 
to Cairo in 1861. 
At the close of the war, how­ 
ever, he was among the first to 
favor a conciliatory policy in Mis­ 
souri and restoration of the rig h ts 
of the ex-Confederates. So strong 
was his advocacy of this

that he is credited with having 
sent this dispatch to 
St.

from the Philadelphia convention: 
“The delegates from 
Massachu­
